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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments are not considered 
persuasive because applicant alleges several reasons why it would have been undesirable to modify the Kawakubo et a! reference with 
the method taught by Azuma et al, but applicant does not specifically address the reasons provided in the 35 (JSC 103 rejection. In 
addition, the fact that applicant has recognized another advantage which would flow naturally from following the suggestion of the prior a 
cannot be the basis for patentability when the differences would otherwise be obvious. The motivation for combining Kawakubo et al in 
view of Azuma et al in the 35 USC 103 rejection above is clearly stated. Applicant has failed to argue why the motivation provided in the 
rejection is not sufficient.
